THE SCHOOL length the school 
day the subject statistical bulletin issued 
the Federal Bureau Education which contains 
tabulations the returns from questionnaire that 
was sent superintendents cities the United 
States containing 30,000 more 
shows wide range—from 1-2 1-4 hours, the 
shorter number hours being for children lower 
grades, especially the first, and the longer hours, 
rule, for students the junior and senior high 
schools. 

Presumably, though this does not show the 
bulletin, the differences the length the school 
day are largely referable differences the length 
the periods assigned meals and recess, these 
periods practically eyery instance being less for 
older than for younger pupils. Three cities have 
recess periods whatever. Three report three recess 
periods per day, the others reporting one two, 
and the various recess periods ranging length 
from ten minutes sixty minutes. The length 
the time allotted for lunch noon brief 
some places thirty minutes, and two even 
less, while there are others where extended 
one hundred and twenty minutes. 

The bulletin observes that “practically the only 
guides school board has determining the length 
the school day are opinion and current practice.” 
Probably the same thing might said the sub- 
ject time allotted for meals and for recess. 
large cities late years attempt provide cafe- 
teria service for schools has introduced new ele- 
ment into the consideration and contributed the 
shortening the school day for the pupils such 
schools. 

Conditions differ greatly different cities, and 
sometimes different schools the same city, that 
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uniformity practice would inadvisable not 
impossible. The physical well-being children and 
teachers must the main consideration. The 
judgment educational authorities must regard- 
ful that parents and medical advisors 
arrive entirely satisfactory results. 


THE NEWSPAPER AND THE SCHOOL.— 
During the prevalence discussion regarding the 
value newspapers the work the schools, 
undoubtedly worth while recall that the disputes 
which involves, like many others the subject 
education, are means new.

“During early years Mr. Little’s prepara- 
tory school (this was Philadelphia, the closing 
decade the Eighteenth century), was the usage 
particular day the week have the news- 
papers day two previous laid the desks 
the reading class. Each boy had his newspaper 
—the same read aloud sentence 
from that part the paper devoted domestic 
occurrences and foreign news. When period was 
reached, the next boy pursued the subject, and 
on, consecutively, till the usher announced that the 
reading hour had closed. this course reading 
much information the world was gained; but 
newspaper reading was confined the larger boys. 
distinctly recollect that such reading became 
step step acquainted early age—in 
inadequate degree, course,—with the principal 
events the French Revolution. The names 
Robespierre, Danton, Marat, Dumorier, and many 
Revolutionists, were familiar the schoolboys, and 
even the great name after time, Bonaparte, had 
already appeared, and was duly noticed.” 

The American newspaper the present time dif- 
fers radically size and character from those 
the period referred General Smith. Indeed 
change has come over newspapers during the past 
ten years which far their use schools 
concerned cannot ignored. The immense space 
devoted advertising the present time makes 
them unwieldy, and their tendency enlarge upon 
criminal happenings and print frivolous pictures 
unedifying and much deplored. For this 
reason, there system some schools ap- 
pointing pupil committees prepare summaries 
current news pasting clippings from the news- 
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papers into scrapbooks, and bringing these scrap- 
books lieu the newspapers into the classrooms, 


Undoubtedly advantageous pupils the 
older classes able connect what they learn 
from their textbooks about geography 
with what going the world the present 
time. The problem effecting this object the 
most efficacious way worthy consideration 
teachers.

With large num- 
ber, probably with the great majority, students, the 
goal thus set before their eyes obscures all other con- 
siderations; offers false objective the weak and 
commercial capable better things; substitutes for the 
idea inner growth and enlightenment the notion 
accumulating ‘points’ that may negotiated. The Ameri- 
can boy can span with his mental vision things they 
look text notebook—the things must put down 
earn his three-month credit and may then freely con- 
sign limbo—no thinking necessary. Not the French 
lycéen; has mind and can reflect, his daily study 
and instruction play upon mass ideas built through 
effort not remember but understand; memory, 
the American uses it, clearly useless; the new idea must 
mingle with those other years whose source has 
forgotten but which have become part himself; his 
attention, far will serve his conscious purpose, 
must the object and not creating visual picture 
that will last the semester out. The terms his problem, 
growing clearer and more definite year year, give him 
every encouragement and inducement learn think. 
This his true purpose, which never doubt.

ROFICIENCY effective study not only in- 
sures the pupil’s successful progress school, 
but increases value after school days are passed. 
Ability investigate intelligently and reach in- 
dependent conclusion public questions most 
essential the best citizenship. The power 
master new principles they arise and grasp the 
new facts necessary readjustments demanded 
the greatest importance. teach child 
study effectively the most valuable thing 
that could done help him adjust himself 
any environment modern civilized life into which 
ing boys and girls how study the most 
beneficial way. 

Study not aimless mental activity passive 
reception ideas only for the sake having them, 
but the vigorous application the mind 
subject for the satisfaction felt need. sig- 
nifies the ability direct one’s energies effectively 
carrying through successful completion some 
reasonable undertakings assignments. may 
involve memorizing, drill, the mastery mechan- 
ical processes, searching out needed information 
and putting into usable form; may consist 
concentrating thought upon the solution prob- 
lems. Whatever may be, the mental attitude 
must alert, aggressive, active, and bent upon at- 
taining results. Instead being aimless, every 
portion effort put forth organic step toward 
the accomplishment specific purpose; instead 
being passive, requires the reaction self upon 
the ideas presented, until they are supplemented, 
organized and tentatively judged, that they are 
held within the memory. The study subject 
has not reached its end until the guiding purpose 
has been accomplished and the knowledge has been 
used normal way and has become experience. 

Effective study regards the text book merely 
means end; containing some ideas 
major importance. assumes that the author had 
intelligent purpose back his sentences and 
will not rest until meaning has been wrested from 
them consistent with that purpose. 

important phase the teacher’s duty 
teaching the child study teach him the use 
the text book; acquaint him with the table 
contents; how refer when looking re- 
search work; the numbers chapters well 
the subject each chapter. The teacher thereby 
doing the child world good helping him 
help himself. 

The teacher who undertakes teach her pupils 
study must regard the subject matter instruction 
not end, but means training right 
habits well means acquiring knowledge. 

the pupils are trained, their plans and 
ideas must the starting point. They must 
guided first the teacher, and gradually more 
and more their own developing experiences. The 
pupils must learn judge the value their 
own work, their recitations, and their own theories. 
They should able check results against the 


problem set. order efficient study 
child should know when has reached the solu- 
tion, when the means have been adapted the end, 
when has reached the goal. The teacher must 
such terms with her pupils that her presence 
does not stand the way free mental activity. 
Fairness, frankness, the spirit co-operation 
the part the teacher, and brisk procedure which 
brings sense accomplishments, are most help- 
ful pupils. 

understanding teach the children study 
must kept clearly mind that they will not 
learn the process apply generally unless 
they learn connection with many kinds work 
involving thought. 


The formation right habits the first consid- 
eration with little children. they grow older, 
they may made conscious the factors proper 
study, that they will able direct their own 
efforts. 

the early work literature, reading nature 
study, the process training may begin, and the 
children gain power and maturity, more and more 
may expected them. decide upon the 
name story, find better title the reading 
lesson than the author has given, find more 
interesting title, requires judgment and makes 
good beginning mastering thought. Young 
children can trained see what questions the 
author has answered certain paragraphs. 
dren naturally ask questions calling for more infor- 
mation, more facts more reasons, and need 
guidance making choice such questions for 
class use. Children need oversight, direction, help 
various ways, but should help which leads 
greater power breaking situations prob- 
lems and finding right solutions, not help which 
perpetuates dependence. 


The assignment the proper place prepare the 
class for right study. Good aims make children 
alert, therefore effective study must have definite 
purpose. The clearer and more definite the aim, the 
better the study will be. Children must taught 
make sure that they know what they are going 
before beginning study. the pupils need 
help finding the aim, the lesson assignment 
should pave the way for its discovery. This holds 
true for all the steps involved the mastery 
lesson class during study period. The elim- 
ination from the curriculum such subject matter 
has probable bearing ordinary mortals 
one important step take giving children defi- 
nite aims their study. The teaching facts that 
cannot function the lives the pupils directly 
encourages the mere collecting habit. During the 
recitation the teacher might occasionally suggest 
opportunities for the application knowledge and 
ability, she might set definite problem that 
would bring the school work into direct touch with 
the outside world, she can ask the class recall 
mind purposes that they have kept the study 
certain topics. Thus the class will clearly see 


what meant useful and interesting aims 
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study. The teacher may have the pupils write down 
their notebooks just what the problem for study 
is. Children should taught never begin study 
without definitely knowing the aim. they 
not, makes them realize that the first thing 
find out the purpose asking some one 
else. After they have come understand the re- 
quirements fairly well, the teacher might occasion- 
ally assign lesson specifying only the quantity 
geography history lesson with the under- 
standing that the class shall state the next reci- 
tation one more aims for the lesson. Review les- 
sons furnish excellent material for study this 
kind. The teacher can lead her pupils stock 
with specific aims advance their immediate 
needs putting down notebook various prob- 
lems which they wish solve, also various wants 
observed their environment that they may help 
satisfy. 

Even though child knows exactly what 
do, cannot study well unless intensely in- 
terested. This may brought about having 
the child work with another child and competing 
with him “making believe” study, working 
against his own score and the like. Children should 
encouraged find interest for themselves. This 
will necessary only very rarely the teacher 
has presented the lesson properly the children. 

giving child supplementary assignment 
which prepared and reported upon the 
future recitation, becomes responsible for some- 
thing definite, and his work assumes new value 
his eyes. learns use outside sources, cull 
the material relating the topic, arrange 
order, and give the class. 

When marvelous contributions are offered 
child, should met with the question, “Do you 
know that the truth are you making be- 
lieve?” Children frequently read hastily and im- 
perfectly that they get the facts quite distorted. 
They need trained accurate rendering. 
Reading must carefully done, observations must 
exactly taken, and things heard must sifted 
before reports are made. They should consider 
why one newspaper should consulted rather than 
another, why one author should preferred an- 
other, and why certain people’s reports are more 
reliable than others. pupils have been alert and 
critical regard the work done class from 
day day this new expression their judgment 
will not difficult. Criticisms 
often come naturally. 

The text book good means teaching chil- 
dren supplement thought. the teacher has the 
liberty selecting her own text books she should 
choose those that contain abundant detail. The 
recitation should conducted that the emphasis 
will fall reflection rather than mere reproduc- 
tion. Memory questions should avoided. Ques- 
tions that require supplementing can proposed 
both teacher and pupils. topic may as- 
signed for review with the understanding that the 
class will spend the time talking the facts over 
instead reproducing them. Reproducing dif- 
ferent ways also throws different lights the sub- 
ject matter, thus offer many supplementary ideas. 
Dramatizing valuable this way, also the de- 
scription the first person one’s experience. 
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preparing some story for oral reproduction the 
pupils should led decide what should come 
first, which next and on. The teacher should 
guide the children toward being critical their 
own titles, topics, and outlines, commending that 
which good and pointing out that which bad 
with statement the reason the judgment. 
the pupils learn the various steps, they should 
given opportunity use them independently 
with suitable material, and should tested class 
that the progress they are making their use may 
seen. 

the teacher her talks the pupils carefully 
organizes her ideas groups about one more 
central thoughts, her pupils are likely feel the 
soundness and the consequent clearness and force 
her points and will ambitious imitate her 
style. place brief headings representing the 
main facts the board great assistance the 
child. Pupils may point out the place the page 
where the treatment certain point begins, also 
where ends. Thus they will receive exercise 
distinguishing not only the principal thought, but 
also the turns thought. 

The responsibility deciding what shall neg- 
lected should very often left with the children, 
matter how many mistakes and how much loss 
time may temporarily cause. should re- 
membered that children cannot judge the worth 
details without basis some sort. Therefore 
the teacher must aid them gradually getting 
fair idea what good reading is, and they must 
realize that includes pleasant tones, careful 
grouping words, much inflection voice and 
clear enunciation final consonants, Pupils might 
occasionally asked reproduce story, eliminat- 
ing what least importance. 

Responsibility that requires exercise judgment 
should placed upon the children from the kinder- 
garten on. This may done various ways. 
Children can determine the correctness answers 
questions put class, they may weigh the rela- 
tive merits and the efficiency tasks performed. 
Many children stop with concrete narratives. They 
fail judge whether the story reasonable, wheth- 
the characters are representative whether the 
moral sound.

absolutely necessary. has often been found

Since Luther’s Catechism question-and-answer 
form, which some consider “the greatest con- 
tribution Catholic education,” our religious edu- 
cation has followed, two parallel and divorced roads, 
intellectual religion the one hand and devotion 
the other.

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Expression---An Educative Factor

increased attention given the various 
phases Oral Expression the secondary 
schools our country during the past two decades 
noteworthy. Twenty years ago, had the sub- 
ject called Elocution taught private schools, once 
week, class comprising the whole student 
body. Today, when the psychology teaching de- 
mands that what worth teaching all worth 
teaching well, according method, and toward 
tangible goal, have, practically all our public 
city and village high schools, course offered, called 
Oral Expression, Expression, Public Speaking, Dra- 
matic Art—as the case may be, given forty forty- 
five minutes day, five days the week. Two 
credits are allowed the same for algebra, Latin 
mathematics. our state universities have 
similar courses, what this change attitude 
the part educators due? One course study 
large metropolitan high school puts thus: 


“Poor speech the most damaging cul- 
tural faults. means not only poor language, 
but poor mathematics, poor science, poor busi- 
ness. Educators, well men affairs, have 
long recognized the value training Ex- 
pression, and now they are stressing its im- 
portance the high schools where the nation’s 
leaders are made.” 


Gladstone said that time and money spent 
training the voice and body are investment that 
pays larger interest than any other. would 
add this the training the mind and heart, for 
rightly conducted course Expression can all 
these things. 

this discussion, shall consider the subject 
dual relation: that which Oral Expression 
carried correlation with the English course, 
and that which the subject formally taught 
itself. believe the human body the tem- 
ple the soul, the shrine the Holy Spirit. Can 
better, then, than train utmost perfection 
the powers that body may pliable and 
fit instrument for the operations the soul? The 
voice and body are nothing themselves, save 
the medium through which the soul acts. The body 
can express only what the soul conceives. The fire 
impression must first kindle the mind and heart 
before the flame expression can leap forth 
warm and illumine the soul another. Yet many 
soul alight with glowing impressions unable 
transmit them for the benefit others, because the 
medium through which the flame should pass re- 
sists its glow; the voice and body are not obedient 
the spirit within. Defects voice manner 
both form impassable barrier. 

Herein lies the province training the art 
Expression, which term shall use convey 
communication thought through voice and move- 
ment. Expression both science and art: 
science, because the principles governing it; 
art, because embodies the actual use the prin- 
ciples that particular phase expression the oc- 
casion demands, see the musician studying the 
technique and principles his art; must the 


speaker understand the elements Expression and 
attain skill their application would attain 
success his The purpose instruction 
Expression, then, cultivate the individual, 
that originality, not imitation, the art may result; 
supplant defects speech and action with good 
habits, and render the whole physical entity 
responsive instrument attune express the activ- 
ities the mind and the impulses the heart. 
the resulting harmony were apparent only the 
conversation every day life, con- 
summation devoutly wished. The rasping, 
guttural, over-loud, high-pitched, droning, whining, 
nasal voice; the indistinct mumblings sloven- 
the incorrect values given vowel 
and consonant, resulting such combinations 
improvemunt, happeenus, for improvement, happi- 
ness, and their brethren; all these lie within the 
province our subject. Such offenses should 
eliminated lessened the faithful practice 
the dictates the art Expression. 


Since the material which the teacher Ex- 
pression must work peculiarly delicate, elusive, 
and ideal, her struggle induce re-action in- 
tellectual and emotional impulses, the work 
that extent very exhausting. The conditions neces- 
sary its successful conduct are those all teach- 
ing worthy the name: mastery the subject 
matter, skill presentation, appreciation the 
worth the subject educative agency, and 
sympathetic attitude toward the learner. This last, 
psychology tells us, supreme import all 
teaching Expression. 

Granting, then, the need greater purity and 
excellence speech, what are the psychological 
grounds which justify the curriculum course 
Expression? Dr. Shields the Catholic University 
tells that the demand for motor expression 
most urgent during the years physical develop- 
ment, and his fellow-scholars assert that child’s 
thought never dissociated from his muscles; that 
every idea has motor aspect; that mind one 
sense middle-term between the senses and the 
muscles; that the mind functions for the purpose 
governing conduct; and that idea not com- 
plete until realized action. 

That all the world’s stage more emphatically 
true the child and the youth than the adult. 
The world make-believe the province, the city- 
beautiful, the adolscent. Sail back the magic 
carpet memory and alight the glowing land 
your own youth. What you find? Here, un- 
der the old oak, you are Robin Hood with his 
merry men; there, the neighbor’s hayloft you are 
Cinderella, athrill with the joy the gay ball- 
room lighted with the radiance your own imagin- 
ation. excursion the attic has brought 
you and your play-fellows forth all the radiant 
glory Eastern princes and princesses you re- 
vel conjuring life Ali Baba and his forty 
thieves. What matter that the royal robes are 


the hard, cold world only discarded, moth-eaten, 
piano scarf, equally disreputable horse-blan- 
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ket? The dust the one and the heat the other 
are the magic pollen and the warming rays that 
summon forth the dazzling, perfumed flowers 
life and action that blossom the fragrant land 
make-believe. 

The instinct for self-expression, for “acting out,” 
inherent child nature. Perhaps you object and 
say: grant all this true for children between 
the ages five and twelve, but not true those 
high school age. our problem here pro- 
pose that the impulse dramatize, act out, does 
not cease urge the more mature child. True 
is, the material dramatized will change, the in- 
tellectual and emotional status the child changes, 
but the urge there and needs only the opportunity 
and encouragement sympathetic teacher 
show itself. This desire for self-expression through 
dramatization potent means developing the 
child’s cognitive, affective, and creative powers. 
Since true that every idea incomplete until 
realized action, what beautiful treasures liter- 
ature and life might not secured our youth 
through the double medium thought and action? 

The child knows best what 
through the greatest number ways. Let con- 
sider case point: ninth grade are made 
acquainted with, let say, Scott’s poem Lochin- 
var. first instructor has the children read the 
poem silently. The impression gained has been 
through the sense sight certain benefit 
has been secured. However, second instructor 
has, addition the silent reading, had the poem 
read aloud. The impression made now two-fold: 
through eye and through ear. Let said 
passing that the appeal poetry fundamentally 
the ear. Akin music, must have vocal inter- 
pretation. third instructor after having had the 
story read silently and aloud, has the children nom- 
inate Lochinvar and the other characters who 
dramatize the stirring episode. The impression 
now, besides being ocular and aural, muscular. 
Thus the child brought into contact with actu- 
alities, not merely with ideas; his sensations and 
perceptions are made strong; the paths the nerve 
currents deepened, and the apperceptive masses are 
enriched and completed. 

That the dramatization literature develops the 
imagination has been brought home any one who 
has watched it. tenth grade which had reveled 
the story Enoch Arden, and thrilled, now with 
pleasure, and again with pity, the changing for- 
tunes Annie and her ill-starred lover, were told 
they might present living pictures from the poem 
for the English classes the end the week. The 
detail pantomime which they worked out spon- 
taneously, wholly without suggestion from the in- 
structor, proved how energetically their imagina- 
tions had functioned making the poem thus pal- 
pitant with life. 

This vitalization literature through objective 
methods is, would seem, all too little explored 
land awaiting courageous souls. Let them but lay 
aside the deadening weight tradition, and setting 
out with high heart and faith youth, traverse the 
lowlands earnest effort and careful planning. 
They will climb last the mountain achieve- 
ment, where the vasty deep the true, the good, 
and the beautiful stretches out unending sheen 
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before the enchanted eye. The best the journey 
that not alone, but humble guides 
souls and minds and hearts athirst for the tender, 
thrilling, beauties, the strong, glad impulses nob- 
ler living that crown the journey’s end. aid 
the unfolding and growth imagination aid 
building the lofty cathedrals future times, as- 
sist the conception great poems, nay, cause 


symphonies spring into being and flood the wastes 
the world with their harmonies. 


Nor the development the imagination the only ad- 
vantage gained the dramatization literature. 
order secure understanding, the teacher must motivate 
full attention that will secure appreciative reception. How 
potent motivation hand the natural desire 
“act The three factors cited Dr. Waples for 
proper motivation are present here: First, much re- 
sponse possible from large majority 
low the interest ninth grade they sit Alana- 
Dale’s feet with the lovely Ellen, and the above will 
apparent. Second: “The response must secured with- 
out unnecessary effort the part the teacher.” Let 
her but have sympathetic mind and heart, which 
another way saying she able project herself into 
the minds and hearts others; and let her read effective- 
ly. further effort necessary. Let Scott but tell his 
story through her, simply, and the miraculous happens: 
the cold word the printed page has leaped into 
striking responsive chord the listeners’ hearts which, 
attuned the beauty all, will vibrate harmony 
thereafter when the familiar strains break the ear. 
Third: “The response must have real educative value 
for the pupils.” may defined prepara- 
tion for complete living. That the response the dra- 
matic instinct means preparation for more complete 
living hope illustrate more fully the progress 
this discussion. 

Psychological experiments have proven that learning 
takes place most economically “when expressed most 
fully the learner, when the mind eager for the new 
learning, and repetition under concentrated attention may 
secured.” see this connection further gain 
the use dramatization, namely, the development 
memory, memories, some the moderns put it, 
which are perhaps willing concede often neg- 
lected because the multiplicity interests day. 
Here, however, have the occasion and the material 
hand for the proper exercise memory. The inherent 
desire “act out” induces the child’s mind the 
eagerness learn the new material. The complete 
delineation the thought, through voice and action 
makes the expression most full, and the repetition the 
selection studied under concentrated attention fixes 
memory under the stimulation essential effective 
orization. desire give pleasure others and win 
the approval classmates urges the child the 
tion frequent intervals necessary make the language 
forms the learner’s own. Teachers literature are quite 
unanimous asserting that memorization should not 
compulsory but optional. The voluntary work which 
students will undertake this connection revelation 
one engaged their direction. Extra time out 
school hours willing offering their hands, and this, 
educators tell us, the crowning all educational effort, 
initiated and carried through because desire 
it. 

Granting, then, the importance directed effort fix- 
ing better speech habits, may the Expression 
not effectual means toward this 
ature vitalized through dramatic interpretation, imag- 
ination stimulated, and memory exercised. Herein 
have laid the psychological basis for including the 
college and high school curriculum course Expres- 
sion Dramatic Art. our next discussion, shall 
inquire whether the science teaching which call 
pedagogy, recognizes, its principles and their applica- 
tions, the importance the subject. acquire deeper 
love literature, use our mother tongue all its pur- 
ity and beauty, seemly. teach young America 
“speak (its) speech trippingly the tongue,” not mouth- 
ing grotesque fashion, surely goal worthy the 
best efforts who teach.

ANY teachers return from summer school in- 
spirited with the desire continue new 
avenues study that have been opened them 
make habitual more effective and economical 
methods work. Others are eager put into 
practice ideas collecting and filing material 
carrying through schedule whereby their every 
will bring better results than heretofore. Par- 
ticularly are those who have thesis write impa- 
thought with weariness shunned en- 
But soon school opens the duties 
teacher (piled and pressed down and flowing 
over the case religious) demand much 
time and energy that soon the enthusiasm for per- 
sonal study evaporates the serving others. 

Nor would minimize service for the honor and 
glory God ideal. However, the disserta- 
tion must written. get certain impetus from 
our personal study, and the freer are from weari- 
ness the more effective service give; 
might have, were, course broadcast through 
the Catholic School Journal, those who did not 
summer school can see what was offered

Every instant attention spent details not 
the actual work hand energy subtracted from 
that work. 

Discipline comes under the same rule. 
evidence must not exist. reality nothing must 
done without discipline. fallacy assert 
that easy going attitude puts pupils more 
their ease. does exactly the opposite. Their 
minds are free roam, distractions lead every- 
where and nowhere, and they soon become restless 
and unhappy. pupil ever thanked teacher for 
letting him pleased the classroom. How- 
ever the teacher must keep himself under control 
tyrant rather than officer, his real character. 


The teacher’s love for his work really makes 
him the leader wishes be. There some hero 
worship every pupil’s mind. The very fact that 
the teacher home his subject and happy 
tends hold the attention and beget interest. This 
love the subject leads generosity and enthu- 
siasm. perpetually regretful that circum- 
stances not permit that give more and 
some least wish get more it. The religious 
and political leaders, the writers and poets succeed 
just this way. necessary that the teacher 
only mechanic? 

The motive back the teacher’s work may 
more evident than imagines. Pupils can usu- 
ally arrive correct conclusions that point with- 
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out apparent effort. works only for the salary 
they proceed bargain with him with the sub- 
ject. does mainly because must, they 
will only what they must. If, however, his chief 
anxiety that they learn more the subject there 
natural response.

How many children know their text book they study 
for matter, select and use for purpose will more 
apt remember it. matter can the principal 
parts the text book, which think will amply suffi- 
cient fulfill the the course study. 

the use the problem method, geography can 
made more real and more the individual’s work. When 
the child gathers and organizes his material becomes 
way his own, though received his information from 
references. Well mounted pictures add much its clear- 
ness and realness. 

Material worked this manner besides giving the 
child valuable knowledge can, properly conducted, 
exhibited and save the time that would given pre- 
paring articles for such occasion.

TALKS WITH GRADE TEACHERS 
Sister Mary Louise Cuff, Ph.D.

Talks with the Third Grade Teacher 


the oral composition work has been carefully studied 
the first two grades, now will very interesting 
the children the third grade, and must take 
better form. The children should taught that whatever 
story they want tell, they must hint the first 
sentence, the first sentence will called the HINTING 
sentence the second sentence the story must con- 
tinued; therefore will called the continued sentence; 
and the third sentence must give surprise, hence 
will called the surprise sentence. The teacher should 
give several little oral compositions herself, naming each 
sentence she gives it. Some such way the following: 
Children, going tell you story three sentences. 
Can you tell what the first sentence will called? And 
they will respond with: “The HINTING sentence.“ “Very 
well, I’ll give hinting sentence, and I’ll write the 
board for you: ‘Last night, was invited bonfire.’ 
(Now, the children know the story about bonfire.) 
was built very high, and the flames flew into the sky. 
(The children understand that the story continued.) 
When the papers were burned, man stood the stump 
and began selling Red Cross (This the surprise.) 

Errors speech the language the third grade 
children should carefully watched and corrected 
means games learned the first and second grades. 
Stories are great aid the acquisition language. The 
teacher should tell interesting story, read one, and 
then have retold some the children. this grade 
the sentence-sense should again studied, and the terms 
SUBJECT and PREDICATE dealt with. Some teachers 
may think this too advanced for the third grade children, 
but they are eight years old, perhaps, older, and surely 
they are able understand the terms subject and predi- 
cate. They can taught very simple way. Per- 
mit your class divided into four groups, occupying 
the corners the room. Instruct one the children 
tell story low tone voice, and all the others the 
group listen. All four divisions can working the 
same time, and such quiet way that one will not dis- 
turb the other. Then let the teacher from one 
another. Approaching the first group, the teacher asks, 
“What the subject this story?” Now, the children 
may never have heard this expression before, but their 
intuition tells them that she means ask what are they 
talking about, and they instinctively answer: “Mary was 
telling about their new baby.” The teacher will then 
explain that Baby the subject the conversation, and 
she will further explain that whatever said about the 
Baby the predicate. Then the teacher asks what Mary 
said about the Baby, and they reply that Mary said the 
Baby cried all the time. Before leaving this group, the 
teacher instructs the children talk about something else 
until she returns them. Now, she goes the second 
group, and asks the question, “What the subject your 
conversation?” child will answer that Peter telling 
them about dog fight; and the teacher remains with this 
group long enough explain the terms SUBJECT and 
PREDICATE. This work can carried very 
interesting manner, and after some practice this meth- 
od, the children will able name the subject and 
predicate their little sentences. 

Children the third grade require continued practice 
the three-sentence oral composition work, but the subjects 
should such occur the actual situations the 
children. this way they are being taught correct ex- 
pression thought their ordinary conversations. 
item paramount importance for all children the pri- 
mary grades that they taught express their 
thoughts correctly and systematically, hence considerable 
practice should given them the HINTING sen- 
tence, the CONTINUED sentence, and the SURPRISE 
sentence. They should taught give much infor- 
mation possible the three-sentence form. will 
sometimes happen that the CONTINUED sentence may 
thrown into the HINTING sentence thereby giving 
more information the beginning sentence. Children 


the third grade may have much say little 
stories oral compositions, and sometimes find hard 
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confine the matter three sentences. Careful instruc- 
tion should given that they can handle each the 
three steps judiciously. Let their little minds work until 
they can put all they want say this form. Where 
even three CONTINUED sentences. Too much interest 
cannot aroused the class the SURPRISE sen- 
tence. The child should endeavor bring something 
that entirely unexpected the closing sentence. This 
principle follows their more advanced grade work. 


The SUBJECT and PREDICATE should developed 
fully this stage. After the child understands that 
whatever being spoken of, the SUBJECT, and what- 
ever said the SUBJECT the PREDICATE, 
not going have any trouble naming the principal 
parts his short sentences. not supposed have 
anything complex this stage instruction. soon 
reads the sentence, can tell the subject and the 
predicate. course, the sentence must short and sim- 
ple, and easily understood. 

Children the third grade have had considerable prac- 
tice writing exercises their second year, that 
this time they are able write fairly well and quite cor- 
rectly. Let the teacher write paragraph the board 
and have the children study for few minutes.

the time the children reach this stage their school 
work most errors common the language children 
should eliminated, and will the work was carried 
carefully the first three grades.

She should 
employ possible means eradicate incorrect forms from 
their language. The means suggested the earlier 
are the best, and should used case they are required.

They are very 
far from being babies this galloping age ours. 

And now the question arises, how shall teach the 
Parts What method should employ? There 
are several good methods. The one given here will prob- 
ably comprehensive any. Let the teacher have 
talk with the children about any object the room, 
the table for instance. Have the children examine the 
table, and see they can tell how many parts it, and 
then name the parts. Top, sides, ends, legs. Now let some 
them draw number table tops the board; others, 
number table sides; others, number table ends; 
and still others, number table legs. will seen 
that there are four parts table, and that never 
could have table just from tops, from sides, from: 
ends, from legs. Now, have some other children draw 
the picture table the board, borrowing the differ- 
ent parts from the owners. Treat chair the 
manner. How many parts the chair? They will able 
name the parts: the seat, the back, the legs, the wrungs. 
Now appoint other children draw number these 
parts, and still others draw the picture 
chair. Now speak the parts the human body: the 
trunk, the legs, the arms, the head. Again mention the 
parts the head: The eyes, the ears, the nose, the mouth, 
all make the face. After the children understand 
that most objects have parts, they will understand the 
meaning the word PART. Then, tell them that 
cannot convey single thought without the means 
PARTS SPEECH. they could say only “apple,” 
“chair,” “book,” any one word, they 
would never able talk, more than they could ever 
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make table they had only TOPS, LEGS, SIDES, 
ENDS, but they would have have all the parts that 
make table. the same way they have able 
use all the parts speech before they tell what 
they want say. Now, while table has but four parts, 
SPEECH has eight: Noun, pronoun, adjective, verb, ad- 
verb, preposition, conjunction, interjection. This order 
the PARTS SPEECH the easiest learned, for after 
the children know that noun name word; then they 
should taught that “pro” means hence pro- 
noun word used for noun; then want mention 
the part speech that belongs nouns and pronouns, 
namely, the adjective. Next order the verb, and the 
part speech that belongs the adverb, and then 
follow the preposition, conjunction and interjection. 

There are many suggestions that might help teachers 
the grades. would impossible give all the work 
that can done each division, but few suggestions 
may help the grade teacher used connection with the 
text book. 


All teachers should bear mind that children demand 
training and instruction other things than education. 
Some these have been touched upon these TALKS 
WITH THE TEACHER. Order and neatness must not 
overlooked. Children should obliged their 
very best. obliged not mean forced. have 
already explained the secret getting work out the 
children. They should given understand that only 
their best will accepted. John and Frank both are 
graded per cent their papers, but the teacher 
knows Frank can better, she will hand back his 
paper re-written with the remark, “this not your 
best work, and must have your best.”

And now what lesson may draw from the story? These children 
are impressed by the kindness shown by General Robert E. Lee, and 
they will immediately tell you that one lesson is that of KINDNESS, 
and other, GENEROSITY, and still another, COURTESY. The teacher 
may have to mention, CONSIDERATION FOR OTHERS, especially 
for the AGED-POOR.

The teacher should then call 
attention the difference the courtesy shown General Lee 
the poor old woman, and that shown by the men to the General. In 
the former case, courtesy was a part of the man who was always ready 
to bestow it upon all without discrimination, unless indeed he was 
more generous the neglected; the latter case, did not form 
personal virtue, but an acquisition which was dealt out to those in 
high station. 

The teacher might also speak General Robert Lee, telling the 
children that he lives in History which speaks of him as a gallant éol- 
dier and a most courteous gentleman; that his father was known as 
Light Horse Harry Lee and was the most dashing fighter of the Revo- 
lutionary War. Robert married a relative of President Washington. 
She was a lady of culture, so that General Lee always had the advant- 
age living with people high character and gentle manners. 
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THE TREND TEACHER TRAINING 
Rev. Sylvester Schmitz, O.S.B. 
(Continued from September Issue) 

ITHIN recent years have come into contact 

with hundreds teaching Sisters and likewise 
with many superiors large communities, and they 
assured me, one and all, that the worry, the strain 
and the tension entailed this in-service training 
beyond description. One superior declared that 
the amount sickness and breakdowns her com- 
munity practically doubled within few years after 
summer schools and extension work various 
kinds were introduced into the community. 


second argument directed chiefly against week- 
end classes and correspondence courses that 
impossible for the Sisters study effectively and 
teach efficiently the same time. Many pastors 
with whom have come into contact recent years 
have severely criticised this practice. They de- 
clared that the Sisters, with the possible exception 
few rare individuals, should discontinue 
correspondence courses and week-end classes. They 
maintain that, consequence these courses, many 
teachers are neglecting their teaching duties. That 
such has been the case able verify the 
statements Sisters themselves. Some months ago, 
sent questionnaires dealing with this problem 
more than 200 teachers distributed over all the 
middle western states. those replying, per 
cent declared positively against such courses. “Their 
objections point out that want time, physical ina- 
bility, the necessity some recreation, the neglect 
school work, household and other duties not 
warrant the extra burden imposed week-end and 
extension courses.” 

One teacher stated follows: know positively 
that cannot justice both teaching and 
end courses the same time. both, mean, 
course half work never 
writes: “As result such courses, either your 
school work suffers your spiritual exercises will 
somewhat neglected.” Others stressed the fact 
that such courses deprive the sisters needed 
ation and rest. The fact that the majority the 
sisters wno are actually taking such courses look 
upon them with disfavor and feel that they 
too great burden should sufficient reason 
make hesitate further stressing the use such 
in-service methods, least such extensive 
scale has characterized our teacher training pol- 
icy during the past five years. 

Not the least among the objections brought 
against tne summer schools particular, and also, 
some against the week-end classes and 
extension courses, the fact that work lack- 
ing co-ordination toward specific and desirable 
goods attainment. saw above that per 
the teachers enrolled the various summer

schools and week-end classes are pursuing courses 
purely academic character leading bachelor’s 
degree, whereas only per cent are taking regular 
normal courses. Stated concretely, more than 16,000 
sisters out 27,030 enrolled are following out 
program courses chiefly academic character. 
What are these teachers preparing for? Are tney 
all aiming become high school 
need such large number high school teachers? 
Before further extending our program in-service 
training and even before renew our approval 
this movement such extensive scale has 
characterized our teacher training policy during tne 
past decade, would not prudent measure 
make careful investigations the probable need 
additional high school teachers the near future, 
say the next ten years? Does not scientific pro- 
cedure demand that set definite aims and ob- 
jectives? Furthermore, should not those objectives 
validated? few facts pertinent this point 
will not out place here. 1924, there were 
employed all the Catholic nigh schools the 
United States slightly less than 12,000 teachers. 
This represents increase 375 per cent over the 
number employed 1915. The maximum increase 
took place during the first lap the decade from 
1915 1925, the increase during the first half this 
period being 216 per cent compared with only 
159 per cent during the latter part. Furthermore, 
each biennium since 1920 snows rapid decline 
the demand for additional teachers, that from 
1922-24 find increase only per cent over 
the preceding two year period. study these 
figures indicates that the increase during the next 
decade likely fall short 100 per cent over the 
number required 1925, Such being the case, 
should probably not need more than 10,000 addi- 
tional high school teacners 1935. the light 
these figures, what justification there for having 
such large number teachers preparation for 
that type teaching? 


may objected that all these teachers are 
not preparing for high school teaching, but tnat they 
are simply working for degrees. 
tainly, should all rejoice sée the day when 
all sisters employed the Catholic schools are 
possession the bachelor’s degree. But that day 
still far distant future. Granted that working 
for degrees both desirable and timely, here are 
some pertinent facts deserving consideration. 


certain that the majority tnese teachers 
now taking in-service training have been and are 
likely employed the elementary schools for 
many years come. view this fact, permit 
propose few questions relating desirable 
objectives teacher training. this collegiate 
academic training the most desirable and 
preparation for teacher contemplating professional 
work the elementary school? Does the study 
Latin, French, Chemistry, Physics, higher matae- 
matics and other purely academic subjects give any 
immediate preparation for teaching the grades, 
which the majority these teachers need? 
well known fact that such courses very often 
not function all the daily grind teaching 
reading, writing, grammar, spelling and arithmetic. 
Would not, therefore, far more advisable and 
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advantageous for these teachers pursue course 
studies that definitely correlated with the work 
involved teaching the elementary school? 

Furthermore, must admit that the sisters often 
change summer schools. The courses offered 
these different schools lack coherence and sequence 
far specific goals attainment are concerned. 
They are conducted isolated The transient 
nature the summer school enrollment renders 
impossible for most institutions conduct such 
courses any other way. And even cases where 
the enrollment certain schools represents fairly 
high degree stability, the student’s choice sub- 
jects frequently circumscribed the limited of- 
ferings the conflict courses the schedule. 
result, they will take first course subject 
one year, and first course anotner subject the 
following year. Much energy and hard work are 
thereby wasted. Generally, these teachers make 
attempt follow out definite program courses 
year after year, they do, their efforts most 
cases are frustrated for the reasons just enumerated. 
consequence, the years roll by, they get 
smattering this and smattering something 
else, that, the end, they have little more 
show than accumulation college credits whose 
value practically negative far desirable goals 
attainment are concerned. 

Probably, this argument loses some its force 
the case those teachers who have had least 
two years regular normal training prior taking 
this college work. But, matter fact, how 
many those teachers have really had two years 
such training beyond the high school? After care- 
ful study the situation, convinced that the 
majority that vast number teachers taking in- 
service training some form another have not 
had regular, well-planned two year normal course. 
own findings regarding the professional stand- 
ing the teaching Sisters the Catholic schools, 
including both elementary and high school teachers, 
reveal that the amount advanced training per 
teacher only slightly more than one and one half 
years when all the advanced training evenly 
distributed among all the teachers. the high 
school teachers are eliminated, the average amount 
advanced training per teacher would less 
one year. Moreover, much that training does not 
represent regular normal school work having for its 
immediate object the preparation teachers for the 
task teaching the grades, but rather represents 
conglomeration collegiate work largely acade- 
mic character which was done extension meth- 
ods and therefore lacks definite co-ordination, se- 
quence and coherence with reference desirable 
objectives. Stating the facts somewhat differently, 
less than half the elementary teachers the 
Catholic schools have had two years advanced 
training. is, therefore, safe say that less than 
half the teachers attending summer: schools 
doing extension work various kinds have had 
regular two year normal course. 

Viewed from this angle, are enabled see 
the real trend Catholic teacher training ard this 
trend indicates that much our teacher training ef- 


fort shooting wide the mark. lacks definite direc-

The two classes into which children generally fall are 
the normal and the defective. 

Now, this gross error and When only 
two classes are provided for, the average child falls into 
the first class. But what about the other class, which 
there are two groups—those “above” and those “below” 
normal? Numerically, they fall below the average group, 
yet they form class socially very significant. These are 
the children often misunderstood and neglected, allowed 
remain with their best possibilities undeveloped. 


true, much has been done for children whose 
variations are extreme; the cripple, the blind, the deaf, 
the feeble-minded and the epileptic have been given 
goodly share specialized treatment. But these again 
are less numerous than the class whose variations are less 
obvious. All have been thrown into one category, 
magazine language known the “special class for defec- 
tives”, and taught methods supposedly adapted their 
given type. matter fact some these are not 
defective but exceptional, having particular abilities 
some One more branches; hence, such division 
method will suffice educate all the best way. 

Psychologists tell that the possession ability 
one direction increases the probability ability other 
directions; but tests have proven the contrary, many 
cases superiority one trait may accompanied 
actual incapacity another. The study pathological 
conditions through physiology has resulted the dis- 
covery injury, disease, and defects special parts 
the nervous system, and has enabled students along 
these lines gain certain knowledge about the structure 
and functioning the nervous system. yet, laws 
have been scientifically laid down upon which individual 
adjustment can made. Teachers would well keep 
touch with current literature this point, because 
much enlightenment may had upon their work this 
connection, and thus means that are available may 
utilized with some measure satisfaction. 

According our present system, the child enters school 
without the teacher’s knowledge his peculiar charac- 
teristics, unless these are the extreme type. Little 
little, some traits reveal themselves, but the ordinary teach- 
not interested enough the general welfare her 
children, and these differences not enter into her rela- 
tions with 

Comments regarding character and mental “make-up” 
are rarely made. The class goes the next teacher 
due time, and not word said about particular abili- 
ties and disabilities. The only data pupils’ history 
that which indicated terms numbers letters, 
and this concerned only with school subjects. Under 
such system children learn because previous home 
training; some learn spite poor teaching; others, be- 
cause some unrecognized handicap, make progress 
all. 

There are children who drag along, yet who seem 
fairly bright; those who well some studies, but fail 
others. 

This situation met variety ways: some 
schools, when child fails one study allowed 
on, with the result that falls farther and farther 
behind that study. other schools, unless child 
“passes” all studies held back; loses courage 
and becomes unable progress any study; association 
with younger companions, loss self-respect, build 
inhibitions, and often drive child from the school the 
street. There question here the dullard. This 
type, strange say, are receiving their compensation.

writing about health and long life have often em- 
phasized the fact that order have long life and 
enjoy it, man must have avocation well 
vocation; that say, must have something 
besides his regular occupation, that likes very much 
and deeply interested in. This is’ very well illus- 
trated what know physicians. Those who live 
long among our colleagues the medical profession are 
above all the ones who have hobby. Dr. Thomas Addis 
Emmet, for instance, here New York was extreme- 
busy man his medical profession, having practice 
that brought him $50,000 year time when large fees 
nearly frequent they are the present 
time, and when therefore great deal more personal 
work had done order make professional in- 
come this amount; and yet lived ninety-three. 
never kept carriage, walking his practice, which 
gave him always from five seven eight miles 
walking the day. This undoubtedly contributed his 
long life, for what need above all have good 
deal physical exercise, keep our energy from 
accumulating and making itself felt within sort 
short-circuiting. Dr. Emmet himself used say that 
was quite sure that his thoroughgoing diversion 
mind through his hobby was also prime factor his 
long life. 

Dr. Emmet himself attributed his long life and the full 
possession his intellectual powers—and his medical 
friends who knew him best agreed with him the mat- 
ter—to the fact that had hobby which occupied 
great deal his attention. Early his life became 
interested Americana, that the documents and ob- 
jects various kinds, well old books, that serve 
illustrate phases American history. Every minute that 


could steal from his practice, devoted this hobby. 


made extra-illustrated books into which introduced 
portraits and pictures various kinds and manuscripts 
and documents illustrating historical events. extended 
Lossing’s History the United States into some forty 
volumes this way, and made extremely precious work 
out it. gathered letters from all the signers the 
Declaration Independence, had special pictures them 
made and bound them all together single volume. The 
letters this collection are the most important letters 
that the men wrote during their lives. Jefferson’s letter 
describes his idea the University Virginia, the foun- 
dation which was prouder than writing the 
Declaration Independence. Monroe’s letter contains 
the first mention the Monroe Doctrine. Madison’s 
letter with regard the notes that took the Con- 
stitutional Convention, which have been precious 
enabling understand the meaning the various 
clauses the Constitution. 

When Emmet was well past seventy, and number 
physicians had assured him that was suffering from 
cancer, sold his collection Mr. Kennedy, then pres- 
ident the Lenox Library New York, condition 
that known the Kennedy-Emmet collection. This 
now deposited the New York Public Library, Astor, 
Tilden, Lenox foundation, and one the most precious 
treasures the library. 

Other men have done things this kind the collec- 
tion art, books, objects various kinds. Dr. 
Storer Boston and Newport, who lived well past 
ninety-two, collected medals and tokens illustrating med- 
ical history. Jacobi, who lived New York 
eighty-nine, had hobby for attending medical societies. 
the age well past eighty one attended medical 
society meetings regularly did. took part 
the discussions, was deeply interested the advance 
medicine, and wanted help the younger men, associated 
with them and seemed catch from them sort 
contagion, something their youthfulness. 


course well recognized, all those who know 
anything about human nature, that extremely im- 
portant for men and women have variety inter- 
ests. The old maxim is, “Variety the spice life.” The 
variety however must not merely 
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interest that means little. must have deep and abiding 
attraction. must have diversion mind. Reading, 
unless the subject very deep interest us, does 
not supply diversion mind, can very well under- 
stood from the fact that probably nothing sets 
reading. other words, occupies only very 
portion our minds, and hence unconsciousness comes 
rather easily with it. Even going the theatre may not 
represent diversion mind, unless represents something 
that catches our attention deeply. must have some- 
thing that takes our mind completely off our daily work. 
There certain danger having the mind always oc- 
cupied with the same thoughts, and must get diver- 
sion. Very probably there physiological reason 
the brain for this, and various theories have been 
gested explain it. 


are constantly preoccupied with one narrow in- 
terest, only certain small portion our brain taken 
with this. Whenever want pay attention this 
subject, open the little blood vessels the brain, the 
cells which are occupied with this subject, and this 
presence abundant supply blood sets them 
functioning actively. long our attention centered 
this subject, blood continues flow through these 
blood vessels rather freely. After time, however, there 
should some opportunity for these blood vessels 
relax. that opportunity not afforded them, they may 
acquire habit, were, staying wide open, and 
will not able get our minds off this particular 
subject. There distinct danger that. 

good many our nervous cases come complaining 
that they cannot get their minds off certain throughts. 
Their consciousness constantly reverts particular 
ideas. These ideas become sort obsession. After 
time they may not able sleep, because their mind 
continues actively occupied with these thoughts. The 
strenuous business man, then, must have some other occu- 
pation mind that will serve relief for his pre- 
occupation, and this what call diversion. hobby 
will it, but avocation any kind will it. 


Sisters have the opportunity diversion mind 
very interesting fashion, because they live, put 
scriptural language, the lives Martha and Mary. They 
have some practical work every day, whether 
domestic educational something the line 
community effort, and then they have the spiritual life 
that they cultivate accordance with their religious du- 
ties. This life prayer, for such when three four 
hours day are spent faithfully it, becomes not only 
very interesting but extremely valuable avocation. One 
learns put aside distractions concerned with one’s work 
and occupy oneself with the thoughts connected with 
prayer. This gives ample relief from the strain the 
day’s worries and the trials the day’s work. Quite 
apart from the heavenly blessings that with it, and 
speaking from merely human standpoint, this spiritual 
life the Sisters constitutes one the most valuable 
factors for the preservation health and for the avoid- 
ance such concentration attention the troubles 
life does more shorten existence than anything else 
that have, for cannot repeated too often that 
worry and not work that kills. 


easy talk thus lightly about the life prayer 
avocation, and almost needless say not with 
the idea all that easy thus create the avocation 
that talk it. only after years training 
life the spirit that comes occupy place exist- 
ence which represents real avenue relief from the 
trials and troubles life. Modern psychologists have 
come talk good deal about the tendency modern 
times men and women find some avenue 
from themselves, some relief from the humdrum 
ence comes settle down over when are 
longer young, when novelty has ceased and when are, 
were, blase because nearly everything that may 
expected happen has happened, and have only 
plug along until the end, now doing our work with 
sense duty and getting best can. 

From that monotony existence, the concentration 
attention the other world extremely valuable 
means escape. expression often quoted from Plato 
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that this life absurd unless there another. there 
another life, undoubtedly there,is, then most 
make very poor use this, because the best that could 
done with prepare for the other mode exist- 
ence. life only the portal eternity, then 
quite foolish concentrate attention this life, from 
which inevitable that must part. The cultiva- 
tion the life the spirit, that other wordliness, 
can become marvelous avenue escape from the tire- 
someness life. The mystery evil and suffering the 
world continues the greatest that have face, 
but one thing perfectly sure, that life without death 
would become intolerable burden. But the only 
meaning for death found the spiritual life. 

Fortunately the cultivation the life the spirit does 
not involve, much less require, any very special al- 
most superhuman efforts. Worldly minded people might 
inclined think so. attained the course 
the regular practices the religious life. by- 
produce the every day routine existence which brings 
its spiritual exercises with it. The attainment true 
asceticism comes, consequence, almost without reali- 
zation, After all, that word asceticism, according its 
original Greek derivation, means only exercise, that 
state that has been arrived means activity. There 
has been very definite misunderstanding the word 
the modern time, meant bitter and more less 
Spartan renunciation and self-denial carried extent 
that must considered almost The true mean- 
ing the word quite different, and gives everyone 
chance for the practice only good intention 
present. 

have heard definition saint that very interest- 
ing this regard, and while not sure that has 
ever been approved the Church, least sug- 
gestive, and may offered for further study. The word 
saint has, after all, the same definition that may given 
for lady gentleman. saint person who thinks 
first other people and only second himself herself. 
Our rules politeness are, after all, formulated with the 


tdea expressing that thought our conduct. 
you, Gaston! After you, Alphonse!” familiar illus- 
tration. The lives Sisters become after time very 
expressive that idea. They think other people and 
efface themselves, and result they get placidity 
life, even the midst trials, that very marvelous 
behold. The training makes ladies them,—not ladies 
only the surface, but deep the heart their being. 
pretense that they learn after time quite liter- 
ally think first others and only second themselves. 
true that this definition saint there men- 
tion fasting prayer, but suppose that need scarce- 
say, especially Sisters themselves, that whenever any- 
one thinks first other people and only second her- 
self, she has done great deal effectual praying, and 
little fasting the sense self-denial, order reach 
that happy state mind where, when others are preferred 
before her, she satisfied have thus. 

After all sanctity comparatively simple thing though 
may not easy obtain. Four hundred years ago 
that very great artist, deeply love with his art and 
himself, capable expressing artistically the ideas 
which came him whether with the brush the chisel 
the designing board for his architecture, with 
the pen for his sonnets, Michelangelo, said, “Trifles make 
perfection, but perfection trifle.” the little 
things life that make people saints, and the little 
spiritual exercises gone through every day sometimes 
tiredness and weariness spirit, sometimes desolation, 
though sometimes also the joy consolation which 
almost surpasses human understanding, that transform the 
merely human into something that almost divine. Per- 
haps never does one appreciate how little lower than the 
angels men women may be, than when one finds how 
ordinary human character may transformed into some- 
thing beautiful comes with the ascetic practices 
the Sisterhoods, that often seem be, especially 
those who not know their inner spirit, merely lip and 
knee service without very much significance beyond the 
taking time.

(Vitalizing Religious In- 
struction, 1926). course, wish our schools 
efficient every regard, but especially and primarily 
wish them efficient and effective the teaching 
religion. this end all our labors must directed.

That means make religion the life 
the child living, dynamic thing. Knowledge be- 
comes vital for when possesses personal relation. 
Vitalizing religion, then, should offer difficulties, for 
religion knowledge about person. knowledge 
about God, knowledge about Christ. Sometimes religion 
taught such manner that this personal character 
becomes obscured. Things are placed the foreground 
and are allowed eclipse God and Christ. This 
tatal blunder. forego advantage which 
inherent the subject itself and which ought fully 
exploited. There another subject possessing the same 
advantage and invested with the same personal interest. 
history. And children well grown-ups for this 
very reason love the study history. They will like 
manner love the study religion the personal feature 
properly accentuated and brought out. The sum total 
religion after all what God and Christ for 
and what return should for God and Christ. 
Every thing else but instrumental and must lead 
God and Christ. This conception religion gives 
both unity and life. Hence, teaching religion should 
always have God and Christ before our eyes and focus 
the attention the child them. Grace, for example, 
must not spoken thing detached from God but 
rather the presence and working God our souls. 
The sacraments are not things apart from God but rather 
ways which comes into living contact with our 
souls. The Church again not something that stands 
visible manner. Everything religion eminently per- 
sonal and, therefore, instinct and vibrant with life. That 
the reason why the Bible teaches religion historically. 
That teaches religion the doings God and His 
personal dealings with men. Religion should make 
see God everywhere and everything. Christ always 
speaks the Heavenly Father. That immediately puts 
God personal relation us. have, accordingly, 
easy way which can vitalize religion; this way 
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place proper emphasis the personal element 
which essential religion. 

But God has become visible Christ. know 
Christ, know God. cannot even come God 
except through Christ. “All things are delivered 
Father. And one knoweth the Son, but the 
neither doth any one know the Father but the 
Son and whom shall please the Son reveal 
Him.” (Matth. xi, 27). “Jesus saith him. the 
way, and the truth, and the life. man cometh the 
Father, but me. you had known me, you would 
without doubt have known Father also; and from 
henceforth you shall know him. And you have seen 
him. Philip saith him: Lord, show the Father; and 
enough for us. Jesus saith him: Have been 
long time with you and have you not known me? 
Philip, that seeth seeth the Father also. How 
sayest thou: Show the Father? you not believe 
that the Father and the Father me? The 
words that speak you, speak not myself. But 
the Father who abideth me, doth the works.” (John 
xiv, 6-10). the light these authentic utterances from 
the lips our Divine Savior becomes evident that 
teach religion teach Christ. welcome this 
fact, for once simplifies and unifies the teaching 
religion. likewise vitalizes this teaching since lends 
the personal touch indispensable dynamic teaching.

textbook recently published this personal aspect 
religious teaching receives The 
author observes the preface: “The study Christianity 
can accomplish higher purpose than this: namely, 
make the student know Christ personally.

tation will depend upon how the recitations itself con- 
ducted, upon what first called for there and what 
most emphasized. The reason the memory constitutes the 
main part study that reproductions have been the 
principal thing required the recitations. the child 
memorize thinking, the questions given the recita- 
tion will have questions requiring thought answers 
instead memory. 

When the study books begun, economy time 
should still insisted upon, and class individual 
works too slowly, special exercises for increasing rapidity 
may employed. Competition row against row the 
time required prepare good outline, find the sub- 
ject, find the first large point, and the like, will acceler- 
ate effort. Pupils can encouraged keep daily record 
the time required prepare lesson the subject 
which consumes too much time. The main thing 
arouse their interest and co-operation the effort learn 
study both quickly and well. 

Children should also taught how use the diction- 
ary. They should know how find word, pronounce it, 
and select the one meaning which applicable the 
situation which the word used. this they must 
know how interpret the accent marks and also the com- 
mon diacritical marks. Pupils looking for material usually 
need trained use the table contents, They 
need practice finding the appropriate chapter, and the 
parts the chapter relevant the subject which under 
consideration. Training the use alphabetical in- 
dex also necessary. Pupils need know how find 
the volume encyclopedia, the topic the volume, 
and the part the article desired. 


The recitation the principal means which the 
teacher must rely for influencing children include the 
using knowledge part their study. Only actual 
life secures full and normal test knowledge, therefore 
the recitation secures only far duplicates life. 
While the recitation can furnish occasion for the use 
knowledge, its use must carried much farther before 
fair degree assimilation can assured. The com- 
munity life the school including the conduct the 
children toward one another the schoolroom and the 
playground great value.

Liturgy the New Law 

The liturgy the Mosaic period prepared the way for 
the completion the liturgy our Lord Jesus Christ 
Himself, who said, not come destroy the law, 
but fulfill it.” 

Christ Himself fulfilled every title the Mosaic 
liturgy, see from the study His life. was 
presented the temple when forty days old, and re- 
ceived baptism from the hands his holy precursor, St. 
John Baptist, whom said: “Suffer now. 
For becometh fulfill all (St. Matt., 
iii, 15). Lord, the eve His death, also carried 
out all ceremonies the eating the Paschal Lamb. 


the Last Supper instituted the Eucharistic 
Sacrifice, the center all liturgy until the end time. 

invested His apostles with the necessary powers 

the New Testament (St. Luke, 23), told that 
Zachary returned home when the days “liturgy” are 
over. Hebrew (viii, 6), the high priest the New Law 
“has obtained better liturgy” that is, better kind 
public religious service than that the temple. 

Reason for Liturgy 

its original meaning derived from the Greek, the 
word liturgy, signified public service, but was not 
primarily nor necessarily religious character.

And just 
royal courts from the earliest times had great pomp and 
ceremonial, court etiquette and court language, pay

Correct Pronunciation 


method instruction the correct pronunciation 
English, which has been practiced London for some 
years past, said have proved efficacious. the 
invention Alfred Hayes. this system, charts 
and blackboards are used for the display visual repre- 
sentations which words are spelled usual, their pro- 
nunciation being indicated means symbols indicat- 
ing “the actual living elements sound.” 
chart blackboard lesson which these symbols are 
used, learners are able, declared, recognize silent 
letters glance, and perceive the true sounds the 
vital letters inerrantly, after little practice, that with- 
ten weeks ability acquired give the correct pro- 
nunciation any word the language.

Good 
habits this respect once established will remain through 
later years, and the students who have acquired them will 
benefit their possession, not only during their school 
days, but thereafter.

Care should taken the first place select books 
pertaining particularly the department work which 
the reader engaged, and their reading should pur- 
sued systematically and purposefully, with the object 
putting into practice such valuable suggestions are 
susceptible employment the individual reader’s espe- 
cial field work. pertinent observation that changes 
should not abrupt, nor should they attempted many 
time, but taken order and woven gradually into 
the fabric daily tasks, that the outcome may embody 
combination the ripest experience the reader and 
the best knowledge the author each innovatory plan 
deemed worthy experimental trial. assumed, 
course, that young instructors, working under circum- 
stances requiring consultation with superior, will not 
proceed matters importance affecting the conduct, 
their duties without first obtaining authority.
